LAYS 
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Minority Still Rules 


The calling together of Parliament on 
November 22 may be the proper thing to 
do in the face of a military and political 
crisis which has hurled a responsible and 
respected minister from office and has pro- 
voked a storm of shocked protest from 
every Canadian family whose fighting sons 
overseas appear to be without adequate re- 
inforcement support. 

But the convening of Parliament will 
not lift from the shoulders of Prime Min- 
ister King and Defence Minister McNaugh- 
ton, to the slightest degree, the immediate 
and urgent responsibility for sending the 
home defence army overseas as the only 
available source of trained manpower. The 
summoning of Parliament does not alter 
the present situation in any particular. 

The tact is that Mr. King’s position in 
the matter of the draftees is not acceptable 
to the Canadian people. It was not accept- 
able to Colonel Ralston who knew all the 
facts. How, then, can the mothers and 
fathers of Canada accept it? 

How can they accept against Colonel 
Ralston’s word, who had just returned from 
overseas, the word of the Prime Minister 
who has not been overseas for six months 
or the word of General McNaughton who 
has not been overseas for a year and who 
left the Command of the army because he 
was ill and incompatible? 

How can the Canadian people accept the 
inconsistencies inherent in the statement of 
General McNaughton who proposes as a 
solution of the reinforcement shortage to 
give additional training to draftees who will 
still form fours on Canadian parade 
grounds? 

The Prime Minister, in his speech of ex- 
planation the other night, made tragically 
clear the reason for his determination to 
keep the draftees in Canada at all costs. He 
said: 

“How great the difficulties would 
be in substituting conscription for 
overseas service for the voluntary 
system, no one knows. But everyone 
who is honest: with himself knows 
there would be genuine difficulties 
and that they might be very grave.” 


° 

There, indeed, is the truth. It is that 
Mr. King’s real reason for dismissing Col- 
onel Ralston and for withholding from our 
fighting men desperately needed reinforce- 
ments is fear of Quebec. 

The Government takes its course, takes 
dictation from a minority. It refuses to 
obey the mandate laid down overwhelm- 
ingly by Canadians in the plebiscite of 
1942. It is bowing before the outcry and 
threats of a minority in a single province. 

Prime Minister King made a solemn 
pledge to Canada two and a half years ago 
in these words: 


“It 1s not the intention of the 
Government to resort to conscription 
for service overseas unless circum- 
Stances should arise which would 
render the use of compulsion impera- 
tive, such, for example, as the main- 
tenance of the necessary reinforce- 
ments for Canada’s army overseas.” 


It has been on the basis of this pledge 
and this commitment that he has retained 
the loyal support of Canadians, To learn 
now that other interpretations are placed 
on these words by members of Mr. King’s 
cabinet and by Mr, King himself is more 
than a shock. 

The public is entitled to receive that 
pledge again without evasion and nothing 
else will satisfy the Canadian people. The 
commitment has been made. So far as 
The Edmonton Bulletin is concerned, Mr. 
King and his Government are irrevocably 
committed,

Herr Himmler and the other Nazi 


functionaries who filled in for the absentee 
Fuehrer on Beer Cellar Putsch Day exhort- 
ed German men of non-military fitness to 
commit mass suicide rather than accept 
defeat. 

Their appeal was directed to members 
and prospective recruits of the Volkssturm 
or “people's army”, which apparently is 
being raised on a more or less voluntary 
basis, These were admonished to sacri- 
fice their lives in house-to-house and street- 
to-street fighting. Since things could not 
come to this pass until the regular armies 
are destroyed, the proposal is that the male 
population immolate itself to save the gang- 
ster leaders from the penalties long over- 
due them. 

Perhaps Himmler and the associated 
scoundrels expect Germans in the mass to 
do this. More likely they only hope so. 
Still more likely, their appeal was intend- 
ed for effect upon the humane-minded peo- 
ples of the Allied democracies. The threat 
that the whole nation gnay commit hari- 
kari may seem to them horrifying enough 
to soften the resolutiOn of the notoriously 
merciful peoples in the democratic states. 

Whatver the intentions ar hopes of these 
gentlemen who see justice over-taking 
them, there is no cause to get alarmed at 


the epectacle they conjured up. Sober | 


minded Germans will not throw away their 
lives uselessly as a token of their undying 
loyalty to the “hangman” and his crew— 
nor to Hitler, if that shadowy individual is 
still in the land of the living. Creed 
demented young Nazis may do 80, with 
small toss to the country or the world, but 
the average German isn't anybody's fool.

Getting On 


Another $5,000,000 of the city’s de- 
benture debt is to be called for refunding 
on Feb. Ist, next. That will leave a bal- 
ance of approximately $3,000,000 to be 
refinanced, and this is expected to be dealt 
with later in the year, 

Of the debentures to be called for Feb- 
ruary refunding $1,300,000 are to be paid 
off, new lower-interest bonds being issued 
to cover the remainder. Of the bonds refin- 
anced in August last, nearly $5,000,000 
were paid in cash. By these two operations 
more than $6,000,000 wlil have been cut off 
the city’s debenture debt, and the annual 
bill for carrying charges will be reduced 
by the interest on this amount. 

In addition of course will be the saving 
effected by having replaced unredeemed 
bonds by those bearing lower rates of in- 
terest. 

By both courses the dead weight of the 
debt on the taxpayers is being lightened. 
Advantage is being taken of the present 
ample revenue to finally discharge a sub- 
stantial proportion of the debt; and the 
remainder is being converted into lower- 
interest bonds. By the end of the coming 
year the debt “problem” should be a thing 
of the past.

NEW YORK.—If you are coming 
to New York and haven't got a 
room reservation—don't. Not unless 
you're a Cabinet Minister or a 
movie star or have influence with 
the White House in Washington. 
Otherwise you will find yourself 
with a job on your hands beside 
which the business of the pros 
verbial camel getting through the 
eye of the needle will seem a 
cinch, with the possibility that in 
the end you will sleep in Central 
Park. From celiar to garret the 
hotels are jam-packed; not only the 
big, rich, swank ones east of Fifth 
avenue, but the smaller and bizarre 
ones on the West side, and the 
walk-in, one-night stands to boot. 
Why so many people are coming 
here at once, no one seems to know. 
One day last week, according to 
a check-up by the transportation 
agencies, there were over 1,000,- 
000 of them in a single day — a 
million people, or maybe more,

Window-shop- 
ping from 59th Street down past 
the Empire State building is an ad- 
venture in longing—or frustration, 
For blocks and blocks windows are 
reminiscent of what one saw in 
Paris in its brave, gay days before 
the war; windows that dazzle with 
their artistic magic and that are 
filled with appealing things that 
make you wish you where a mil- 
lionaire or that at least there wasn't 
an income tax. 

The finest shops used to be be- 
tween 44th and 34th streets. Now 
they have moved farther uptown, 
with the loveliest and richest of 
them clustered about Radio City 
now New York's commercial heart. 
There is Peck and Peck, where you 
may buy (if you have the price) 
the finest of Shetland and cash- 
mere sweaters (they literally have 
thousands of them), and Bonwit- 
Teller, where you may buy the 
most alluring of things feminine, 
and the shops of Mary Lewis, fetch- 
ing even to a male, and Tiffany, 
which has left its old down-town 
premises for a stand at 56th street, 
and Bergdoff-Goodman, and a score 
of others. Nowhere else in all the

Price Administration (OPA) over 
here may have been slower to be- 
gin with than our Wartime Prices 
| Board, but if anyone imagines that 
}it has not done a job, and that

hotel room prices are under a ceil- 
ing, and all hotel meals (the prices 
fixed as of 1940), and while the 
menu cards of some of them suge- 
| gest that they must have been do- 
ing fairly well in 1940, and you can 
|} eat four dollars’ worth for lunch 
or dinner without risk of indiges- 
tion, there is nothing in tales of 
wild dinner-table inflation. Of

occo, that is another matter. The 
nightclub magnates know how to

Of course the 
poor geeks think they are wise to 
coddle themselves from the imagin- 
ary danger of cold and wet, when 
actually they are foolishly refusing 
to take as a gift precisely what 
yther poor geeks with plenty of 
jack and time on their hands pay 
for kyshine that’s what they 
change climate for 

Mind, I do not advise exposure in 
any circumstance if it is physically 
uncomfortable, But despite what 
grandma or Aunt Minervy thinks 
about it 1 do insist that any child 


who is not an imbicile knows better 
than you or grandma or I do when 
he she not comfortable, and 
so far as health is concerned the 
child's judgment as to what he or 
she wears or goes without is better 
than yours or grandma's or mine 
and should prevail.

“I've questioned patients in base

“We now bring the field surgical 
units to the patient the patient 
isn’t brought to the surgery,” said 
Col. Wight.
